association. 
T he first 
woman 
aviator 
was 
the principal speaker at the meet­ 
ing of the organization, held In 
K etner’s cafe, and her recital of 
her early day experiences were of 
absorbing Interest. 
Dr. Raiche said th at in the days 
w hen she blossomed forth as an 
aviatrix there were no instructors. 
She made her first flight without 
previous instruction, she said. Her 
knowledge of the art of piloting 
she gained from talks with others 
who 
had been 
in 
the air with 
the crude ships of the experiment­ 
al age. 
Pointing out that at the time 
she took up aviation the Individual 
had to build his own plane, Dr.

requiring 
probably 
greatest and most persistent exei 
cise of oourage and devotion in the 
whole field of invention and re­ 
search. 
W as lalloon Flyer 
As a 
volunteer officer 
in 
the 
Union army during the American 
Civil 
war, 
Count 
Zeppelin 
had 
flown in free and captive balloon*. 
first at Fort Snelling, Minn., then 
in Virginia during Grant’s cam ­ 
paigns. He was never to forget the 
experience. 
For 
years 
afterward 
he had spent all the leisure hours 
that com# to an army officer In 
working up plans and blue prints. 
Ha wanted to build a balloon that 
would carry motors and a rudder, 
som ething that would enable man 
to achieva hie long ambition to 
ascend Into th# third dimension. 
The creation of airships is dif­ 
ferent from 
all other 
inventions 
in that it cannot be started on a 
sm all scale. 
The builder of the early auto­ 
mobile could work At it In a shed 
atter hours. 
If it failed, he could 
find what wa* wrong, correct it, 
and try again. 
He would not be 
out much except his time. He could 
keep on trying until he succeeded. 
Many of the inventions that have 
changed the economic and political 
map of the world have been start­ 
ed In sheds and attic lofts. 
But Count Zeppelin had to have 
IOO acres of ground, a building as 
large aa the town hall at Con­ 
stance, and hundreds of thousands 
of dollars in money before he could 
build even a single ship. 
He wanted a metal framework 
to his balloon so as to give ade­ 
quate strength and speed. 
Steel 
was too hsavy. aluminum too soft. 
Duralumin, which has the strength 
of steel with a'th ird its weight, 
had hot been discovered. 
U sing metal of any kind he had 
to build the ship very large before 
It 
could 
carry 
enough 
hydrogen 
gas to lift Its own weight; he must 
build it larger still if It were to 
carry 
motors, 
fuel, 
crew; 
larger 
still if It should carry a load. 
HI* ship had to he as large as 
an ocean steamship, 
And it must 
weigh no more than a small lake 
schooner. 
The calculations of strength to 
weight are highly intricate. Stress 
analysis In the past had largely 
been 
applied 
to 
bridges 
and 
to 
buildings. 
Th# adance 
of aero­ 
dynam ics hadn’t even been born. 
The light weight gasoline motor 
was 
still 
In 
its 
Infancy, 
lacked 
much In dependability. 
Difficult of Belief 
If the Zeppelin airship today as 
a 
reality 
still 
looks 
difficult 
of 
belief, how much more eo must it 
have appeared 30 years ago. on 
paper. 
For any man to have convinced 
enough 
people 
that 
this 
miracle 
could happen, to have persuaded 
them to the point of actually stak­ 
ing their personal fund# that It 
could be done, Is In Itself no small 
achievement. 
Technically Count Zeppelin was 
not sn engineer, was not even an 
Inventor in the ordinary sense of 
the term. 
His supreme contribu­ 
tion In the case of the airship wa* 
an Indomitable faith and courage. 
Count 
Zeppelin 
had 
deigned 
his first airship on paper In 1173. 
embodying many of the principles 
used today. 
In 1887 he submitted 
a complete memorandum on 
the 
subject to the King of W urtem- 
burg. 
In 1894 he had employed 
an 
engineer 
to

•tructural designs, had submitted 
these to a committee of experts,

Count 
Zeppelin threw the last of his per­ 
sonal resources Into his third ship; 
and this one— the LZ-8—launched 
in the fall. maneuvered under per­ 
fect control, showed a speed 
of 
nearly 30 m iles an hour—brought 
him the government help In the 
shape of a new and larger hangar. 
W hile planning for this fourth 
ship. Zeppelin continued to dem ­ 
onstrate 
with

hours, making a record flight of 
more than 200 miles. 
The fourth 
ship was started early In 1»08, a 
half million cubic feet ship with

The entire country became w ild­ 
ly enthusiastic.

The ship flew down the Rhine

Count Zeppelin was 70 by now 
long since ready for the carpet

END O F SO V IET RULE FORECAST 


THE SITUATION IN NORTH CARO­ 
LINA 


As most of our readers know, there has been 
a text tie strike down in North Carolina. 
This 
strike, like many others, has developed into a 
very serious fight. 
The strikers, of course, are referred to con­ 
stantly bv those who create sentiment against 
them as “Communists,” “Reds” and bv other 
similar terms, but strange to say it is not the 
Communists or Reds who are creating the 
trouble, but the groups which are fighting them. 
The judge of the Common Pleas court there 
has appealed for law and order, and has placed 
several of the mill men under bonds of some 
$7,;oo.oo each pending their trial for the flog­ 
ging of one of the leaders of the strike. 
Now it seems that another man was taken 
from his home, taken across the border into 
South Carolina, and was beaten 
almost to 
death. 
The judge, on learning of it yesterday 
afternoon, so the reports stated, shook his head 
sadly and said, “Looks as if, in going into 
South Carolina, they attempted to evade the 
State courts, but that would place the matter 
in Federal hands.” 
Very apparently, the 
factory 
owners 
are 
afraid that they will not win if they confine 
themselves to legal methods of procedure. They 
must dynamite the buildings and flog the lead­ 
ers of the opposition in order to break down 
the opposing forces which confront them. 
They 
defy the courts, and trample upon every insti­ 
tution which we consider sacred. 
If this were 
done by the labor leaders, the headlines of the 
papers throughout the nation would be flaming 
in denunciation of it. 
The action would he 
called a Communistic menace, and an attem pt­ 
ing of the Reds to gain possession of the gov­ 
ernment. 
It is difficult for our minds to function loaded 
with prejudice. 
But we should look at the 
facts, and know the character of the wrong that 
is perpetrated. 
We should then determine our 
attitude by the wrong, and not by the texture 
of the suit of the man who 
committed 
the 
wrong, or hv his pedigree.

ANOTHER STEP TOW ARD PEACE 


The President’s address last evening over the 
radio, which was a feature of the dedication 
of the new studios of WABC in New York, 
was a timely speech in the interest of peace. 
Mr. Hoover, during his address in his study 
at the White House, and after recounting the 
interesting incidents of this particular room, in 
which among other events, Lincoln signed the 
Emancipation Proclamation, closed with these 
words: 
Some months ago I proposed to the world that 
we should further reduce and lim it naval arma. 
Today we are engaged In a m ost hopeful dis­ 
cussion with other governm ents leading to this 
end. 
These are proposals which would preserve 
our national defenses and yet would relieve the 
backs of those who toll from gigantic expend­ 
itures and the world from the hate and fear 
which flows from the rivalry In building war 
ships. 
And daily in this room do I receive evidence 
of almost universal prayer th at this nagotla- 
tion shall succeed. 
For confidence that there 
will be peace Is the first necessity of human 
progress. 
If no accident befalls him, President Hoover 
has four and probably eight years of leadership 
in the W hite House. 
W ith the mighty march 
of events in all branches of human knowledge, 
these eight years, under such leadership, will 
push the monstrous terror of war back from the 
possibilities am ong civilized nation* so that 
the world can address itself to social welfare 
and the relief of distress and want as it has 
never done since time began.

He went 
over to Moscow because he had dreamed of a 
I communistic state, and here w as one already 
at hand. 
Like Emma Goldman, he has come 
back disillusioned. 
His bright dream has been 
rudely shattered. 
We can predict the same disillusionment for 
all Americans 
communistically 
inclined, 
lf 
I our police authorities were wise they might 
| offer a free passage to all those who are dissat­ 
isfied with our form of government, not as a 
penalty, hut as a chance for an education. 
If 
they would not go willingly, compel them to 
go. 
Give them enough pocket money to weather 
it for a while, and then if they liked it they 
could slay. 
If they did not like it, let them 
come back. 
We venture to say that most of 
them would come back, like our delicatessen 
dealer, permanently cured. 
But all this does not mean that our delica­ 
tessen dealer is any authority on the stability 
of the Soviet state. 
Mr. Villard of the Nation 
has ju st been visiting Russia with a group of 
business men, and in a statem ent made by him 
in Berlin, he says that the present government 
of Russia is permanent. 
If there is to be any 
change there, the men who are in control will 
make it. 
No one outside 
the 
communistic 
party, which controls Russia today, and no one 
from outside the country can change the gov­ 
ernment now* in power. 
We believe that Mr. Villard is nearer right 
than our delicatessen dealer. 
The mistake that 
is so often made, here in this country, about 
Russia, is the tendency to interpret Russia in 
the light of American ideals and conditions. 
Russia is not America, and that may explain 
why something that no one would tolerate in 
America is tolerated in Russia. 
The Russian 
people, before the Revolution, had nothing. To 
quote the Communistic 
manifesto,

nothing to lose from a

but 
their 
chains. 
That is not true in America. 
H ere in 
the United States, most of us would stand to 
lose about everything we have cherished by a 
Communistic revolution. 
It is that fact that 
makes a Communistic revolution impossible in 
the United States. 
The sooner some hysterical 
people find that out the better it will be for 
their nerves. The only place where Communism 
gets a hearing in this country is in places where 
conditions are bad. as wTas the case in the lum­ 
ber regions of the Northwest, in the textile cen­ 
ters of New England fifteen years ago, and rn 
the textile centers of North Carolina and Geor­ 
gia today. 
Men are willing to let well enough alone. 
Only desjieration drives men to revolution. Mr. 
\ iliard is a better judge of Communism in 
Russian and 
Democracy 
and 
Capitalism 
in 
America than is our delicatessen dealer. 
The 
attempt to overthrow the government of Russia 
by the foolish use of the statements of Emma 
Goldman and the delicatessen man 
will 
do 
Russia no harm, and 
it 
will

make more stable our own government and our 
own social system. 
Intelligent men know this.

4. Remember the last day of the 
week, to keep It happy. 
5. Humor the feelings of thy chil­ 
dren that their 
good 
will 
may 
speak well for the© In the little 
domain over which thou rulest. 
6. Thou shalt not kill one breath 
of stirring endeavor in the heart 
of a little child. 
7. Thou shalt not suffer any 


unkindness of speech or action to 
enter the door of thy room. 
8. Thou shalt not stael for the 
drudgery of 
many “papers” the 
precious hours that should be giv­ 
en to recitation, th a t thy strength 
and happiness may appear unto all 
th at come w ithin thy presence. 
9. Thou shalt not bear witness 
to too m any “schemes of work," 
for much scattered 
effort 
Is 
a 
weariness 
to 
the 
soul 
and 
a 
stum bling block to weary fingers. 
10. Thou shalt not covet thy 
neighbor’s room, nod her children, 
nor her manner, nor her system, 
nor anything th at is thy neigh­ 
bor's, 
but 
work out thine own 
salvation w ith fear and trembling 
—only don’t let anyone know about 
the fear and trembling. 
11. Thou shalt laugh—when It 
rains, and wee, woolly ones muddy 
the floor, when It blows and doors 
bang, when little angels conceal 
their wings 
and 
wriggle, 
when 
Tommy spills Ink and Mary flops 
a tray of trailing lf 
'>rs; 
when 
visitors appear a t the precise mo­ 
m ent when all small heads have 
forgotten everything you thought 
they knew.

GOOD 
Children are not born w ith an 
appreciation of ethical and moral 
values. 
These are Ideas that are 
new in the history of the race.

It is idle to try to explain to 
a little child the reason for hon­ 
oring his parents. 
We m ust first 
present the Idea as a m atter of 
form, of manners, of custom. “A 
well-bred 
child 
will

most polite and mannerly to his 
father and mother. 
It is very bad 
form to be rude to them," Is th* 
first lesson. 
Adolescents are slow to catch 
ethical values, but they are keen 
on good form. 
Nothing makes an 
adolescent feel so miserable as to 
know th at he has failed In the 
formal 
manners 
appropriate 
to 
an occasion. He will very cheerily 
tell a lie. 
No blush of sham e will 
tinge his cheek. 
But let him dis­ 
cover that he forgot to make his

that he failed to rise in time to

Sometimes teachers and parents 
hereto the children for this arti­ 
ficial m anner and attitude.

Think back to 
your 
childhood.

That book 
unfolds for him In due time and 
he reads his lesson us you and I 
read mine—In the years of exper­ 
ience. 
Then set the form right. 
Teach 
the child the best form in every 
game he plays, in every contact 
he make*. 
Teach 
him 
form s! 
manners. 
Teach him that alway* 
there is a very thin but a very 
tenacious film of formal courtesy 
between one and another and that 
beneath 
that 
delicate 
surface 
throbs the very sensitive human 
thing we call our flesh. 
And oh, please remember this 
In dealing with little children and 
m id d le -aged 
children 
and 
ado­ 
lescents. 
Keep between you and 
them the protecting film of formal 
courtesy. 
Do not press too hard 
upon the sensitive being behind 
th# screen.

tesy. 
M aintain the spirit and the 
letter of good form In all your 
dealing with children and youth. 
It Is not good to poke fun s t 
any child.

It is very bad form to command 
them as though they were a con­ 
vict-arm y. 
It is very bad form 
to forget 
th at they are

and w orthy of all the considera­ 
tion of their proud place.
